havebecomepersonallytouchedby thepatri- 
otism and courage of the students. 

“Tm a home-grown，Ppure-bred Tai- 
Wanese,”acknowledged one Taiwanese re- 
porter sentto Beijing to coverthe demonstra- 
tions.“When I went to the Mainland, I had 
neither friends nor Telatives there. In fact I 
didn'teven identify with the Mainland. But 
What I have witnessed and heard in the past 
month make me now feel like they [the pro- 
testing students] aretrulymy compatriots and 
Iam proud of my younger brothers and Sis- 
ters,”continued Yeh Ling-fang，who writes 
for the Vnzted Evening Newy, one ofthe twa 
major dailies in Taiwan Owned by powerful 
figures in the ruling Kuomintang (KMT). 

Despite forty years of intense indoctrina- 
tion against“the Chinese communjist ban- 
dits”on the mainland by the KMT，Yeh s 
feelings are probably widely shared by other 
Taiwanese who have been eagerly following 
the live television transmissions from the 
mainland.Their Support for the students and 
their struggle is also greater, at least for the 
moment, than for the rising anti-KMT, pro:- 
independent movement that has been build- 
ing for Several yearS.

Even then, the belated statement of con- 
cern by Taiwan President Dee Deng-hui was 
So cautious and mild thatit was immediately 
the target of ridicule by leaders inside and 
outside the government. Some Criticlized the 
KMT govermmment fortuming its back on the 
democracy movement while others accused 
the regime of hypocrisy 一 for having 
crushed by force their Own students”de-

One of the company:s focuses is placing 
executives with Pacific Rim firms inChina， 
Hong Kong, Taiwan and Japan. 

Tong's business career began at 18 when 
he started a Sports memorabllia Shop, The 
Dan recruited Tong to be a recruiter 
was a Customer at the store.“He thought 
was really good with customers，Tong Ie- 
caljed. 

The Hong 天 ong-born，San Franclsco- 
faised Tong worked as a Tecruiter for three 
years，While running the Sports store and 
attending San Mateo City College asabusi- 
ness malor. 

After five years of college, Tong Said he 
never got his degree, but he did manage to 
take all his business courseSs. “Getting 3 
degieedoesntguarantee anything，he sald. 
“Thbere are alot of things they don tteach 
youintextbooks,”He saidhe gotmostofhis 
business training while on the job and from 
talkingtotheold-timerslike his restaurateur 
father. 

TWo years ag0, Tong decided to go into 
the headhunting business for himself and 
Opened sn oftice on Montgomery Street.

Most recruitment firms like Tong s 双 记 
charge a company a fee for finding suitable 
employees. Fees can range from one to 30 
percent of each $1,000 of the employees S3l- 
ary. In most caseS, the job camididate isSnt 
charged any fee. 

Tong saidhe finds many potential job can- 
didates at networking functions of various 
trade organizations. JoOb Tecruiters, OF head- 
hunters, are not well-liked, be Said, but are 
used a lot by corporations. 

“If the company can find the right person 
who can bring in five Or Six tmes the salary 
they pay him, then its wel worth it Head- 
hunters alsosaveacompanyvaluabletimeby 
making all the contacts and doing 3all the 
initial Screening. 

Each recruiter at Vitus Associates makes 
from 100 to 400 calls on behalf of each job 
candidate.

About 60 percent of the executive can- 
didates he sees are minorities,henoted.Tong
